The senators ac­ 
cused Hoffa of rising to power in 
the 1,400,000 m ernber T am sters 
with the aid of racketeers, loan­ 
ing union money to his friends 
and borrowing money from offic­ 
ials of com panies where the team ­ 
sters have contracts.

The estate went on the block 
after young Woodward was shot 
and killed by his wife Oct. 30, 
1955.

home. She was cleared by a cor­ 
oner’s jury. 
Trustees said the farm , locat­ 
ed about 15 miles east of Wash­ 
ington near the Bowie track, was 
put up for sale to provide ready 
cash in settling the estate, valued 
at 12 million dollars.
